AN ACT to authorize the trustees of the Wisconsin State Hospital 
for the Insane to sell certain lands. 

The people of the state of 'Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION I. The trustees of the Wisconsin State 
Hospital for the Insane are hereby authorized to lay 
out into lots or subdivisions, all that part of the west 
half of the southeast quarter of section twenty-six, in
